On October 4, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 

Lieutenant Roberta Granek Sergeants Brenda Gibson Be al] and 
responded to the Command Post located at 402 

Colorado Avenue, in the city of Santa Monica, regarding an on-duty hit shooting. 


Lieutenant Granek checked to see Incident Commander, Lieutenant Rich 
Maradiaga FP o àăě | took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness 
personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the 
involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Lieutenant Granek checked to see if the incident 
commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather in the 
company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


SYNOPSIS 


On October 4, 2016, at approximately 12:54 PM, Deputy Vincent Cisneros 

and Deputy| ere working Unit 667F. They 
were assigned to work Special Operations Bureau, Transit Policing Division 
(TPD). They were working a stationary foot beat, at a fixed post at the Los 
Angeles County Metropolitan Transportation Authority (MTA) Exposition Line, in 
Santa Monica. 


Deputy Cisneros and ЭУ were standing on the south side of the 
platform area next to the handicap/emergency exit gate when a man, later 
identified as Suspect Thomas Napack, approached them at a fast paced walk. 
Suspect Napack approached them from the east side of the platform holding a 
knife in each hand and walked between Dep: ind Deputy Cisneros. 
When Suspect Napack was approximately five feet from Deputy he 
attempted to stab Deputy n the abdomen with the knife in his right hand, 
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but failed to make contact. Deputy| controlled Suspect Napack's right 
wrist, by grabbing it with his left hand. He controlled the knife in Suspect 
Napack's right fist, by enclosing the suspect's right fist with his right hand. 
Deputy| saw Suspect Napack attempt to stab Deputy Cisneros with a 
knife he held in his left hand. Deputy| shoved Suspect Napack backward 
to create distance and retrieved his weapon from his holster. 


Simultaneously, Suspect Napack, who was standing approximately three to five 
feet from Deputy Cisneros, attempted to stab Deputy Cisneros with the knife he 
held in his left hand. Fearing for his life, and that of Deputy. Deputy 
Cisneros took two steps backward, retrieved his weapon and fired one round 
striking Suspect Napack on his lower left stomach area. Suspect Napack fell to 
the ground, landed on his back and dropped both knives on the ground [Exhibit 
A, page 53]. 


As both deputies held Suspect Napack at gunpoint, Deputy, initiated 
emergent radio traffic, via his hand held radio. Deputy advised Sheriff's 
Communications Center (SCC), they were involved in a shooting. He requested 


Santa Monica Police Officers, Santa Monica Fire Department, a sergeant and 
additional TPD units respond to their location [Exhibit B]. 


IAB Note: When requesting assistance, Deputy __ к. 
the location of the shooting was Colorado Street and 7'^ 
Street. A few minutes later, Deputy a vised the 
correct location of the shooting was Colorado Street 
and 4'^ Street. 


Deputies Cisneros and| rolled Suspect Napack onto his stomach, 
handcuffed him and assessed his condition. They turned Suspect Napack onto 
his left side, with the gunshot wound facing upward. Deputy Cisneros retrieved 
several towels from his patrol vehicle and applied direct pressure onto Suspect 
Napack's gunshot wound with the towels. Concurrently, Deputy [advised 
SCC to downgrade the emergent response, due to the situation being secured 
with the suspect's detention. Deputy requested units to continue 
responding for crowd control and crime scene management. 


Santa Monica Police Officers CSS and 

, arrived on scene and took over rendering aid to Suspect Napack. 
Santa Monica Fire Department Engine 1, Captain Matt Bailey #19335, Engineer 
Jon Sly #20947 and Americare Unit 21 attendants N. Tranh (driver) and A. Wolfe 
arrived on scene. The suspect was treated and transported via ambulance, to 
UCLA Ronald Reagan Medical Center, where he underwent surgery for one 

unshot wound. Deputies Brianna Nunez MN and Ricardo Villegas 

JA Unit 601W, accompanied paramedics to the hospital with the suspect.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of Thomas Napack by Deputy Cisneros. 
In their Letter of Opinion [Exhibit C], dated July 10, 2017, Head Deputy District 
Attorney Shannon Presby concluded, Deputy Cisneros acted lawfully in self- 
defense and the defense of others.

Ronald Reagan Medical Center [Exhibit A, page 65]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 
Two hours transpired from the shooting to IAB investigator's observations. 


The scene was described in detail by Homicide Bureau Investigators Boskovich 
and Aguilera [Exhibit A, Pages 63 - 65], and FIS | Scott Purcell 

[Exhibit A, pages 110 - 112]. The scene description covered the entire incident 
and shooting location. The descriptions were consistent with the observations of 
the IAB investigators who responded to the scene. The scene was also 
photographed by the aforementioned Sheriffs Crime Lab personnel. 


FIS Castellon completed an incident scene sketch and legend, an evidence list 
[Exhibit D] and took photographs of the evidence. РІ Alexis Alusha

Firearms Identification Section [Exhibit F].

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 

The criminal investigation regarding the actions of Suspect Napack was handled 
by Detective Steven Blagg and Sergeant Guillermo Morales of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Department's Homicide Bureau. 

On July 21, 2017, Suspect Napack was charged with two counts of Attempt 
Murder, 664/187(A) PC, and two counts of Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a 
Peace Officer, 245(C) PC [Exhibit A, pages 99 - 101]. 


On March 13, 2018, Suspect Napack was convicted of one count of Assault with 
a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer, 245(C) PC. 


Suspect Napack was sentenced to 88 days in the Los Angeles County Jail and 
five years formal probation. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 

The incident occurred during daylight hours. The weather was clear and mild.

Also present was Attorney 
Sherry Lawrence from the law office of Green and Shinee. The interview was 
summarized in the Homicide Investigation Case Book [Exhibit A, pages 52 - 
54]. The interview was transcribed and placed as a permanent record within the 
IAB case file.

On October 4, 2016, Deputy Cisneros was assigned to Special Operations 
Bureau, Transit Policing Division, Crime Impact Team. Deputies Cisneros and 
EH worked a foot beat at a fixed post. Their duties were to provide security 
and assist patrons (the customers) at the Santa Monica Metro Exposition Line. 
Deputies Cisneros and] stood by the handicap exit and turnstile gates, 
located at the southwest corner of the platform. Deputy EE faced east 
toward the trains. Deputy Cisneros faced west toward the ocean and Deputy 
with his back toward the trains. 


Cisneros, lunged at Deputy! land attempted to stab Оери ith a 
knife. Deputy Cisneros attempted to grab the suspect's left arm, but the suspect 
swung a knife at Deputy Cisnero's face and throat area. Deputy Cisneros 
noticed the suspect was holding one knife in each hand. When Deputy| 

lost his grasp of the suspect's right hand, the suspect advanced toward Deputy 
Cisneros. 


As the two deputies stood there, Suspect Napack came from behind ui 


From approximately three to five feet away, the suspect again attempted to stab 
Deputy Cisneros, with the knife he was holding in his left hand. Deputy Cisneros 
took a step back to prevent the suspect from stabbing him and drew his weapon. 
Deputy Cisneros fired one round from his weapon and shot the suspect in his 
stomach. Suspect Napack fell to the ground and dropped both knives. Deputy 
Cisneros was in fear for his life and that of his partner. Deputy Cisneros wanted 
to stop the attack and prevent the suspect from stabbing him or attempting to 
stab Deputy MM a second time. Deputy Cisneros believed the suspect had 
already stabbed Deputy} nce. The incident escalated quickly; therefore, 
Deputy Cisneros did not have time to give verbal commands nor take cover. The 
incident lasted approximately four to seven seconds. 


Deputy initiated emergent radio traffic advising of the incident. After 
assessing the incident, Deputy Cisneros handcuffed the suspect and noticed the 
suspect was bleeding. He ran to his patrol vehicle, grabbed towels and sprinted 
back to the suspect. Deputy Cisneros rolled the suspect to his right side with the

SUSPECT THOMAS NAPACK 
Homicide Interview: 


On October 4, 2016, Suspect Napack was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Sergeant Morales and Detective Blagg while at UCLA Ronald Reagan Medical 
Center. Detective Blagg advised the suspect of his rights, and the suspect stated 
he understood his rights and waived them. The interview was summarized in the 
Homicide Investigation Case Book [Exhibit A, pages 54 - 56]. The following is a 
summary of the interview. 
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On October 4, 2016, Suspect Napack said at 7:00 AM he intentionally stole two 
kitchen knives, from a Walgreens in downtown Los Angeles. His sole purpose 
was to hurt the first police officer he saw. Suspect Napack entered the train at 
the Metro Center in Los Angeles and stopped at the Santa Monica Metro 
Exposition Line. He travelled this route several times, before he stopped at the 
Santa Monica Metro Exposition Line, where he had seen officers standing 
numerous times in the past. Suspect Napack saw two deputies standing out in 
the open, next to turnstiles on the platform. He held one knife in each hand and 
walked toward them. Suspect Napack held the knife in his right hand, pointed it 
at one of the deputies standing to his right, and “came at him" (him meaning the 
deputy). Suspect Napack said he "attacked a police officer." The deputy 
standing on his left hand side shot him (suspect) one time, on the left side of his 
torso, at the base of his spine. 


Suspect Napack was under the care of a doctor, for three months, in a hospital in 
Tennessee. Suspect Napack was diagnosed with Schizoaffective and took the 
medication “Geodon” and “Trileptal”, prior to being discharged. Suspect Napack 
became homeless and travelled to Los Angeles, where he attempted to find a 
homeless shelter. He was denied refuge at "Skid Row" in Los Angeles because 
he did not have a bed ticket. He attempted to find shelter at a mission in Santa 
Monica, but they did not accept walk-ins. 


IAB Note: According to the John Hopkins University Medical 
Center website, Schizoaffective is a mental disorder 
characterized by abnormal thought processes and 
deregulated emotions. Symptoms include 
hallucinations, paranoid delusions, and disorganized 
speech and thinking. 


IAB Note: According to the John Hopkins University Medical 
Center webiste, Geodon is a type of prescription 
medicine called a psychotropic, also known as an 
atypical antipsychotic to treat symptoms of 
schizophrenia. According to John Hopkins University 
Medical Center, Trileptal is a type of prescription 
medicine called oxcarbazepine used to treat partial 
seizures for individuals with epilepsy. 


Suspect Napack said, on October 3, 2016, the day before the shooting, he 
walked around naked for the sole purpose of being arrested to have shelter in a 
jail. Santa Monica Police Department personnel arrested the suspect for 
indecent exposure. Suspect Napack spent one night in jail and was released on 
a citation. This arrest was documented under Santa Monica Police DR#16 - 
124159 [Exhibit A, pages 106 — 109]. 
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Suspect Napack said he, "didn't have anything to live for." He could not get into 
a shelter and his life was "fucked up." The suspect said he, "wanted to get shot" 
and "wanted to die." He wanted to hurt the officer so that "the full extent of the 
law would come down" on him. 


IAB Note: While at UCLA Ronald Reagan Medical Center, Suspect 
Napack stated he wanted to die because he had no 
place to live and decided to assault a deputy. Santa 
Monica Police Officer i and Deputy Bryanna 
Nunez ere present at the time and overheard 
the suspect’s statement [Exhibit A, pages 21, 50]. 


On October 13, 2016, Suspect Napack was interviewed, a second time by 
Homicide Bureau Sergeant Morales and Detective Blagg, while at the Los 
Angeles County Medical Center Jail Ward. Detective Blagg advised the suspect 
of his rights. The suspect stated he understood his rights and waived them. The 
interview was summarized in the Homicide Investigation Case Book [Exhibit A, 
pages 54 - 56]. Following is a summary of the interview: 


Suspect Napack was arrested by the Santa Monica Police Department, one day 
prior to the officer involved shooting, for indecent exposure and was released 
early in the morning. After he was released from jail, he rode the train to 
downtown Los Angeles, where he exited and walked to Walgreens. He 
intentionally went to Walgreens and removed two knives from a package, placed 
them into his pockets and left the third knife in the store. The suspect described 
the knives as having black handles [Exhibit A, page 56]. 


Suspect Napack returned to Metro Center near 7" Street, where he rode the train 
back and forth, until he saw two officers standing together. Suspect Napack's 
plan was to attack one police officer and have the second police officer shoot 
him. The suspect waited to exit the Santa Monica Metro Exposition Line 
because he had seen two officers at that station in the past. He exited the train 
several times in Santa Monica, until he saw two officers standing near the exit on 
his left side. The suspect held a knife in each hand with his fists wrapped around 
the handles and the blades of each knife pointed away from his body. He 
approached the police officer who was standing on his right side and pointed the 
blades of both knives toward the police officer's upper body, from approximately 
three feet away. The suspect held his right hand higher than his left hand. 
Suspect Napack did not make any slashing or stabbing motions at the police 
officer. The suspect was immediately shot by the police officer, who was 
standing on his left hand side, on the base of his spine. Suspect Napack denied 
pointing a knife at the police officer who shot him. 


Suspect Napack felt he had come to the "end of his line" because he was not 
accepted into a homeless shelter. The suspect stated he would not have 
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stabbed the police officers. He anticipated going to jail or dying. Suspect 
Napack understood he could have hurt or killed one of the police officers. 


The suspect was diagnosed with schizoaffective disorder earlier in the year and 
was in a hospital in Washington D.C. for the disorder. He also spent time in a 
residential care facility in Tennessee. Suspect Napack had not taken his 
medication for three months, since he left the hospital. The suspect said that he 
had a female guardian angel by the name of "Nina" who often spoke to him. 
"Nina" was constantly in his head and did not lessen or worsen with or without 
the medication. Suspect Napack first noticed the onset of his mental disorder, 
approximately two years ago, after breaking up with a fiancée. 


The suspect smoked marijuana approximately two weeks prior to the incident 
and drank alcohol approximately one week prior to the incident. The suspect 
stated he was sober at the time of the incident. 


Suspect Napack knew the difference between right and wrong. He knew stealing 
the knives were wrong and he was sorry for what happened. Suspect Napack 
was happy that he had not hurt anyone.

Walgreens Surveillance Video 


On October 4, 2016, surveillance video from Walgreens located at 617 W. 7'^ 
Street, Los Angeles, showed Suspect Napack entered the store at approximately 
8:25 AM. Suspect Napack approached an employee at the cash register, briefly 
spoke to her and then walked into the merchandise area of the store, out of the 
camera view. The suspect exited the store at approximately 8:27AM, without 
making a purchase [Exhibit H, DVD]. 


IAB Note: Homicide Investigators verified the knives carried by 


Suspect Napack were a match to the knives on display 
at Walgreens. The package on display carried three 
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knives, brand name of "Living Solution," one "chef" 
knife with a 5.5 inch blade, one "utility" knife with a 4.6 
inch blade and one "paring" knife with a 2.7 inch blade. 
The aisle where the knives were on display, was not 
under video surveillance. 


Bloomingdales Surveillance Video 


On October 4, 2016, the surveillance video from Bloomingdales located at 315 
Colorado Avenue, Santa Monica, depicted the entire platform area of the Santa 
Monica Metro Exposition Line. At 59:53 mark of the video, Suspect Napack was 
observed running from the east end of the platform in a westerly direction of the 
platform, toward Deputies Cisneros "MN At 1:00:03 mark of the video, 
the suspect fell to the ground. The video survelllance did not depict specific 
movements, due to the large distance, between the Santa Monica Metro 
Exposition Line and Bloomingdales [Exhibit H, DVD]. 


Santa Monica Police Body Camera Footage 


On October 4, 2016, Santa Monica Police Officer MS a body 
camera depicting the time of 1:04 PM to 1:34 PM. At 1:04 PM, Suspect Napack 
was seen laying on the ground at the Santa Monica Pax, being attended to by 
Santa Monica police officers. Santa Monica Fire Department personnel arrived 
to treat the suspect. At 1:18 PM, the suspect was transported to the hospital. 
The suspect was not recorded making any statements on the video [Exhibit H, 
DVD].

The train arrived at Santa Monica Metro Exposition Line at 12:52 PM.
